Fitting Celebration of the Anniversary of Founding of Andover Branch P. of H. 


THE ANDOVER TOWNSMAN, 


A Full 


Day of Speech, Supper and Entertainment 


Edw. W. Boutwell, Chairman Committee 


On Tuesday afternoon and even- 
ing a large and enthusiastic crowd of 
Grangers gathered in the hallin West 
Andover to celebrate the twentieth 
anniversary of the birth of the An- 
dover Grange, No. 183. Among those 
present were many visiting patrons 
who came long distances in spite of 
-the severe storm which raged all the 
latter-part of the day, to be present, 
at the exercises and enjoy the well- 
known hospitality of the hosts. 

A very well arranged program was 
enjoyed., The introductory part con- 
sisted of music followed by an ad- 
dress of welcome by Samuel H. Bout- 
well, past master of the Grange, and 
one of its oldest and most respected 
members. He spoke of the early agit- 
ation in regard to having a grange in 
Andover, of the discussions on the 
subject that took place, of its final 
formation and of some of the early 
meetings. Sad and pleasant memortes 
of those twenty years which have 
passed were recalled, and some_ of 
their advantages were pointed out, 
advantages from a social as well as 
intellectual standpoint. 

The response ‘to Mr. Boutwell’s 
welcome was then made by James C. 
Poor of North Andover, who was one 
of those interested in the early life 
of Andover Grange. He dwelt upon 
the close relations between the sister 
granges of their vicinity and especi- 
ally on the strong friendship between 
Andover and. North Andover. In 
closing he voiced the congratulations 
of the visiting patrons and guests. 

The program of the day was then 
presented to the audience by Edward 
W. Boutwell, the chairman of the af- 
ternoon, 


The next part of the exercises as 
arranged by the efficient committee 
was one thoroughly enjoyed by all 
present. It consisted of a series of 
papers and addresses on the condi- 
tion and growth of the Grange as 
seen from two standpoints, the first, 
from the point of view of the Grang- 
ers themselves, and second, from that 
of outsiders, such as the Christian 
minister, the educator, the politician, 
the man of affairs and the Massa- 
chusetts State Grange. The history 
of the different stages of the growth 
of the Grange were compared to the 
various conditions in the life of .an 
individual, and was very interestingly 
set forth by four ladies of the Grange. 
Mrs. Annie M. Foster, telling of its 
formation and early days, compared 
the order to a prattling infant and 
romping youngster. She spoke in 
part as follows: 

“Twenty-five years. ago therewas 
born into the Grange family, Dr. Day 
officiating, a promising family of chil- 
dren, thirty-five in number. : 

From the very first, it was plain to 
be seen that these were an unusually 
bright and promising lot, and bid 
fair, if they came to years of maturity, 
to be an honor to the family to which 
they belonged. 

It was really remarkable at what 
an early age they began to “sit up 
and take notice.” Their weak’ and 
faltering steps of infancy were given 
a helping hand by some good, mother- 
ly and fatherly membefs of neigh- 
boring Granges, but in a short time 
they were able to go alone; we can 
now well believe that their creeping 
days were of short duration. 

They were children to be proud of, 

and each year as it came and went, 
added to their youthful charms and 
graces till it was not long before peo- 
ple from a distance began to hear 
glowing accounts of their brilliancy 
and atractiveness, 
’ It is most interesting to see at what 
an early age their different talents 
began to show. They only needed a 
little training and encouragement to 
become . full-fledged geniuses—and 
their-future career will but testify to 
the accuracy of my statements, 

And if that were not enough, read 
the pages of the Andover town re- 
ports, and the Townsman, where 
many of their names, both male and 
female, are written in type so big 
that he who runs may read—but just 
what they did, and the good records 
they made can best be told by others.” 


Mrs. Foster was followed by Mrs. 
Lilla F. Boutwell, who likened the 
early years of the Grange to a lusty 
youth and a silly swain. Part of her 
interesting paper is given below: 

“The Grange, in its youth, was ex- 
ceedingly fortunate. We had good 
parents who gave us good training 
mentally, morally, and physically. We 
were taught-to think, to work, and 
speak the truth, and incidentally have 
a good time. 

Our environment in our youth was 
excellent. We were surrounded by 
the church, educational institutions, 
and good homes. Our parents and 
friends were, however, more or less 
alarmed about us for this reason, we 
were exceedingly precocious, 


| 


Andover grange, as a youth, had a 
strong personality. It brought for- 
ward néw ideas and carried. them out. 


We were full of courage and hove, 


willing to work hard, willing to econ- 
omize and always ready for a good 
social time. 

With what zeal and energy we 
worked to.pay for our new, home— 
hot alarmed at any obstacle for we 
either mounted or removed them in 
some way. We dedicated our new 
home in January 14, 1896, but it was 
weighted down with'a heavy mort- 
gage, and after a long pull and a 
strong pull and a pull all together we 
cleared the mortgage and we were 
free from debt. , 

“Andover Grange in its youth was 
not all sunshine, however. We had 
severe criticisms hurled at us at 
times. 

How did the Grange meet. these 
criticisms? Simply by closing ranks 
a little closer and moving right for- 
ward. 

We formed some habits in our 
youth that possibly deserve criticism, 
but I think they are common to most 
youth, and I also think our parents 
erred in the same direction. First, 


this unnatural desire to sit up so late

nights, and second, this craving and 
longing for pie and more pie. The 


Grange physician says that there is 


no help for us, now that it has gone 
on so long, except to try the absent 
treatment. 60.2... Te will close 
with this part of my subject by sim- 
ply saying that what success we had 
in our youth was not due to our not 
making blunders and mistakes, but 
it was due in a certain measure to our 
not making the same blunder twice. 
The next division of my subject is 
the Silly Swain, which I shall dispose 
of with quick notice. I looked up the 
meaning of both words and I found 
there was no period of . Andover 
Grange that could be compared to a 
silly swain. I found that “silly” 
means weak and _ witless, “swain” 
a pastoral or rural youth. We cer- 
tainly can’t apply these adjectives. 
We never have been weak, witless, 
or rural, and | would move you that 
this Silly Swain be stricken from the 
program, and we proceed at once to 
embrace the ardent lover. 


The third speaker in the interesting 
series was. Mrs. Bessie Carter, who 
told of the more advanced years of 
the society, comparing it with an im- 
petuous lover and indulgent spouse. 

“We are at the point where we re- 
present the Grange as an impulsive 
lover. 

We-see in an impulsive lover a 
man coming sometimes in the highest 
of spirits, heart all aglow, looking for 
smiles and sunshine, and finding his 
expectations fully realized. All is 
perfect .harmony. At another time 
we see him down-cast as if he has 
just been to see his heart’s choice and 
she does not receive him as usual, 
Nothing he can do or say seems to 
to suit her, and he goes away feeling 
that there never will be a silver lining 
to his cloud. t 

So in the Grange, at some of our 
meetings everything seems bright and 
prosperous— officers all present, a 
large percent of the members present, 
all eager and willing to do their parts 
conscientiously. All seem eager and 
willing to help in every proposition 
that is made’ But the next time we 
meet something has gone wrong, 
something has happened to make a 
discord in our Grange, and as we go 
home we too feel discouraged as the 
young lover does. 

So we in the Grange have our sun- 
shine and rain, as the young lover 
does, but like him we persistently 
push forward until we reach the goal 
where happiness reigns. 

In the next stage I am to represent 
the Grange as an “Indulgent spouse.” 

We have brought our Grange 
through trying and encouraging times 
until we have reached the most pros- 
perous time of its life. We see an in- 
dulgent spouse, so careful of and lov- 
ing towards his better half. So we 
as a Grange are or ought to be kind 
and forgiving. When a member 
makes a mistake instead of standing 
by we offer them the hand of friend- 
ship and help them to do better, 

In one way we as Grange members 
are not as indulgent as we should 
be towards our lecturers. I wish our 
lecturers could say as I heard a lady 
in Lawrence once tell a census man. 
I was calling and he came in. Among 
other questions he asked was “What 
does your husband do?” With an 
assumed look of consternation in her 
face she quickly replied “Why, he 
does as I tell him to do.” A spouse 
like that is an indulgent spouse. Our 
Grange ought to and it must be more 
indulgent towards the lecturers.” 


Mrs, Carrie A. P. Gould then de- 
scribed the Grange as a fond parent 
and mature man. She said in part:

Edw. W. Burtt, Sec’y Andover Grange 
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“And now the prattling infant and 
romping youngster, after passing 
through these various and trying 
stages of growth, has at last reached 
the dignity of the fond parent and 
mature man, 

We find him, with the co-operation 
of his younger sister, the Woman’s 
Club, occupying a comfortable, con- 
venient, well-furnished home obtain- 
ed by hard work, much planning and 
not a little self sacrifice. 

It is hard to realize that twenty 
years have slipped by since this or- 
ganization of 35 members was formed. 
We realize it better as we recall how 
many years it is since the Town 
Library books have been distributed 
in the suburban districts, that we 
have helped ‘institute three sister 
Granges, Tewksbury, North Reading 
and Wilmington. How many Past 
Master’s badges have been presented, 
that two of our number have served 
as Master of our Pomona Grange and 
one has been an efficient Deputy. 

We also recall the many times cake 
has been solicited and the turkey sup- 
pers that have been joyfully -con- 
sumed for the good of the cause. 

Positions of trust and responsibility 
are not rare among us. 

We have numbered members of the 
State Legislature, Town Officials, too 
numerous to mention, teachers in 
our public. schools, superintendents 
of gentlemen’s farms, gentlemen who 
superintend their own farms, and 
many other respected callings. 

Much ‘credit is due our past and 
present officials for faithful effort to 
keep this branch of the order up to 
the high ideals of mutual benefit and 
improvement set by the founders. 

Our efforts have not been confined 
wholly to our own pleasure or profit. 
When occasions of special stress have 
arisen there have been found warm 
and generous hearts. 

We have not.reached maturity with- 
out differences of opinion, which ha¥e 
been generally pleasantly adjusted, | 
nor without bereavement — times we 
have been called to drape our charter 
with the emblem of mourning. 

The future of Andover grange is 
unwritten, but it will be what the 
individual member makes it.” | 


The second part of the program 
then began. Charles M. Gardner, 
master of the Massachusetts State 
Grange gave an interesting talk on 
the merits of the local society as seen 
from the viewpoint of the State 
Grange. He said that the Andover 
Grangers were considered as leaders, 
among the other societies, and al- 
though the local grange is not as 
large as some, still. much help and 
good has radiated from it, not only 
in instructing other Granges, but in 
keeping up. the spirit of good fellow- 
ship among the old ones. He urged 
them to. go still further in their lead- 
ership and ever work to turn their 
meetings into instructive gatherings, 
to co-operate more closely with agri- 
cultural schools and to remember 
that the degree of value obtained 
from any organization is in propor- 
tion to what is put in. 


Rev. Dean A, Walker next spoke 
in regard to the work of the Grange 
as seen by the Christion minister. 
He said that there: should be a feel- 
ing of strong friendship between the 
church and ministers on one hand, 
and the Grange on the other, because 
both work in a measure for the same 
ends. Hard as it is to organize men 
and women of the farming class into 
a body, the work of the Patrons of 
Husbandry has accomplished it with 
splendid results. Mr. Walker urged 
a development of a better spirit. of 
co-operation with the church .rather 
than the pursuance of the present in- 
clination of separation from the 
church. He said that the church, 
which should properly be confined to 
giving spiritual help, needs to unite 
with some function like the Grange, 
and that the mutual exchange or help 
derived from such a _ combination 
would be highly desirable. 


The third speaker, Sherburn C., 
Hutchinson, the superintendent of 
schools, took the viewpoint of the 


public educator. He congratulated 
the Grange in regard to its policy 
and its general atmosphere of work- 
ing for carrying out high purposes. 
Among other things he said that the 
co-operation of the Grange with the 
schools is particularly needed in the 
solving of the public school prob- 
lems of the present day, especially 
the one of how to retain in school 
those boys and’ girls between twelve 
and-sixteen years of age, who grow 
restless and finally go to work. Sev- 
eral methods _of- solution present 
themselves, and some of these, such 
as offering prizes for raising and mak- 
ing things in which boys, and espe- 
cially boys in rural districts, are in- 
terested, are open to the Grange. 


The attitude of the politician was 
next presented by Hon. John N. Cole. 


Mr. Cole said that nothing could 
be more inappropriate than to ask 
him to tell the Grangers anything 
about the views of ‘a politician, for 
‘they were the best politicians that 
had ever been developed. A round 
of stories and humorous references 
to his own farm experiences was _fol- 
lowed by an earnest appeal to Grang- 
ers to use their talent for leadership 
and power. “‘As the yoemen of New 
England were the Minute. Men at 
Concord, as their descendants were 
the Minute Men’ of ’61,°so the nation 
must rely today upon such men and 
women as make up the great organ- 
ization of the Grange.” 


The last speaker of the afternoon 
was Charles H. Eames, principal of 


ing men of affairs. Owing to the 
lateness of the hour, Mr. Eames’ ad- 
dress was brief. He spoke of the 
pleasant memories of the bygone 
days, tinged with sadness by the pass- 
ing of Benjamin Smith, and proffered 
congratulations on the years of suc- 
cess which have passed, and the op- 
portunities which are open for the fu- 
ture. 


The exercises for the afternoon be- 
ing over, a social hour was enjoyed. 
Many visiting Patrons were enabled 
to renew their acquaintances with 
friends of earlier days, and the cosy 
Grange hall with its simple though 
effective decorations fairly teemed 
with good cheer and joviality until the 
hour for the banquet arrived. Not 
that the mirth was lessened then;

If you buy wool at the London‘sales 
and then tell the vender that it is 
for America and ask him to pay the 
duty, he will likely ask you how long 
you have been out of a lunatic asylum, 

The same thing if you buy flour or 
hemp for this country, you pay the 
tariff and the consumer pays you : 
when he “buys the manufactured 
goods. 

One hundred thousand dozen of 
eggs were imported into New York 
last week. Who paid the duty there. 
on?.-Are the duties on farm produce 
a farce? Again I repeat that the rich 
men who play at the national Scot- 
tish game of curling get their curling 
stones free, while the working lads 
who play the English national game 
of cricket have to pay a duty for their 
tools. I have nothing to say against 
their playing baseball, only that in 
their doing so that would not be out 
of the tariff ring. Every bit of cloth- 
ing they wear is taxed. 

I have only time to state facts. How 
wages are higher here than in Europe 
I cannot tell, but such is the fact. How 
wages are higher in England than in 
either Germany or France is a mys- 
tery to me. Russia, awfully high 
tariff country, pays lowest wages. 

Again as | am trying to answer 
Mr. Rhodes, may I inform him that 
the twenty-five dollar suits of clothes 
you can get for fifteen in Europe, and 
our fiffeen dollar suits for ten. 

It is not always the amount of 
money one has, but the purchasing 
power of it that counts. 

As to the duty on hides, to me 
there are three reasons why shoes 
may be dearer: the demand for shoes, 
with business being good all over; 
second, the demand for leather in 
making automobiles; third, it may be 
a leather trust taking off the duty 
did not tend to make leather dearer. 

I repeat that the high prices now 
current may be a sign of prosperity 
if legitimate and healthy, but if caus- 
ed by quackery, deviltry and trusts, 
they are pernicious and dangerous.

To the Editor of the Townsman:— 

Dear Sir: When I wrote you in 
December noting a few facts about 
the tariff, 1 seem to have offended 
our friend, Mr. Rhodes, as_ in 
his letter in your last issue he chal- 
lenges the truth of my statements. 

I simply try to state facts, not theo- 
ries of government; please also note 
that I did not say that forty dollars 
was too high a price in Boston for 
the same quality of clothes you get 
in Europe for twenty-five dollars, I 
said that the duty on wool, the high 
wages paid, and the dear machines 
was the cause of the difference in 
price, and that forty cents for butter 
and forty dollars for the suit of 
clothes was all right if you had money 
to buy them. I again repeat that the 
tariff makes butter and wool dearer. 

As to the extract from the Boston 
Journal I quoted, the Boston Journal 
has to answer for it, not I. 

I have just been reading a book of 
1200 pages on sheep and wool, and 
would require to read as big a book 
on wool washing, carding and spin- | 
ning, and then another book on weav- | 
ing, and yet another on finishing and 
dyeing, and then be at least ten years 
in a woolen mill before I would ven- 
ture to quote figures as to minute de- 
tails as our friend does. May I sug- 
gest that the tailor’s bill will be twice 
what it is in‘Europe for making the 
clothes. As to the truth of the state- 
ment I made, the gentleman who 
wore the twenty-five dollar suit and 
told me fiis Boston tailor would not 
duplicate it for less than forty dollars, 
is one of Andover’s best citizens. I 
have just read in the Outlook that 
their correspondent in London says 
you pay forty dollars in New York 
for an overcoat that twenty-six dollars 
buys in London, and two dollars in 
New York for gloves that you get in 
London for one dollar ten cents.

TO COALITION 


King Edward 1 Favors Curtalling 
Power of the Lords 


SPEECH OBSCURELY WORDED 


Expression “In the Opinion of My Ad- 
visers” the Subject of Keen Analy- 
sis—Considered as Disclaiming Re- 
sponsibility For Views Expressed In 
Government’s Behalf—Session Lim- 
ited to Lord’s Veto and Budget 
London, Feb. 22.—King Edward 

VII opened the third parliament of his 

reign with all the pomp and pageantry 

of a medieval show. 


In a@ momentous speech from the 
throne the king outlined the plan of 


_the ministerial campaign against the 


house of lords as follows: 

“Recent experience has disclosed 
serious difficulties due to recurring 
differences of strong opinion between 
the two branches of the legislature. 
Proposals will be laid before you with 
all convenient speed, to define the re- 
lations between the houses of parlia- 
ment so as to secure the undivided au- 
thority of the house of commons over 
finance and its predominance in legis- 
lation. These measures, in the opin- 
fon of my advisers, should provide 
that this house should be so consti- 
tuted and empowered as to exercise 
impartially, in regard to proposed 
legislation, the functions of initiation, 
revision and subject to beagte safe- 
guards of delay.” 

The king’s speech proved to he un- 
usually brief and made plain that the 
work of the session would be confined 
to the matter of finance and the ques- 
tion of the house of lords. The finan- 


‘Clal estimates for the coming year 


were next set forth. “These,” he 
said, “have been framed with the ut- 
most desire for economy, but the re- 
quirements for the naval defense of 
the empire made it necessary.to pro- 
pose a substantial increase in the cost 
of my navy.” 

Regarding the fact that the ex- 
penditures authorized by the last par- 
Mament were being incurred and met 
by a recourse to temporary borrow- 
ing, the speech declared: “Arrange- 
ments must be made at the earliest 
possible moment to deal with the 
financial situation thus created.” This 
was taken as confirmation of Premier 
Asquith’s avowed determination to 
regularize the present conduct of 
financial affairs before attacking the 
house of lords. The most important 
pronouncement was reserved for the 
end of the speech, whjch closed with 
the paragraph upon the relations be- 
tween the two house as given above. 

The reading of the speech occupied 
only four minutes, and at its close the 
session was suspended for two hours. 
During the intermission the speech 
was the subject of keen analysis in 
the lobbies of both houses. It was re- 
garded as evident that the cabinet had 
decided against the extremists who 
desire the abolition of the upper cham- 
ber, and are anxious only to deprive 
the house of lords of the power of 
veto. 

The paragraph of the speech refer- 
ring to the house of lords is, how- 
ever, admitted to have’ been ob- 
scurely worded and parliamentarians ° 
are awaiting with great interest As- 
quith’s interpretation.

That Coleman's name should figure 
in connection with a bank shortage 
may not be altogether a surprise for 
some of his acquaintances, for now 
that the charge has been made against 
him by the bank examiner, there are 
many who recollect a lavish expendi- 
ture of money on his part Wor some 
time past. There are reports which 
link his name with “joy rides” in 
automobiles; with diamond gifts to 
feminine friends and other pastimes 
which require considerable money. 

Edwin Dresser is president of the 
bank. Frank L. Earl is cashier; E. 
A. Paul, teller. The directors are: 
B. Dresser, George W. Gale, Sumner 
Dresser, David A. Barber, George E. 
Richardson. 

The bank was incorporated in 1853; 
charter re-extended in 1905. It is 
capitalized at $100,000.

For the sole purpose of justifying 
itself, there is, of course, no reason 
why the Finance Commission should 
disagree with the selectmen with re- 
gard to the amounts of money to be 
appropriated for town uses in the 
coming year.

A specific instance of unfortunate 
mismanagement of train service on 
on the B. & M. may interest you per- 
sonally. 

On the 5.14 train to Andover, Mass., 
last night there were forty-six peo- 
ple without seats. I went through 
the entire train some ten or fifteen 
minutes after the train started and 
carefully counted the people obliged 
to stand the entire distance of twen- 
ty-three miles. 

Each Wednesday night, while the 
schools in Andover are in session a 
much larger number of passengers 
may be expected for this train. Reg- 
ular passengers on this particular 
train -have-been sadly familiar with 
this fact for many years, but the fact 
seems not to have penetrated to the 
brains of your train dispatchers. 

Lasf* night your provision for the 
matinee crowd made it possible to 
couple on only one extra car. Many 
of your passengers feel that this is 
quite in accordance with custom. 

Some statement from you on this 
matter would, I am_ sure, interest 
many of the citizens of Andover. li 
you care to write’ me, referring in 
your letter to the facts I have men- 
tioned, I should be glad to give your 
reply to the editor of the Andover 
Townsman for publication.

17th: 

. The regular make-up of the 5.14 p. 
m. train from Boston consists of five 
ears, and I find you are in efror in 
Stating that we have failed to pro- 
vide accommodations for the. large 
number of people who usually use it 
on Wednesdays. We have for some 
time past been adding a sixth coach 
to take care of the Wednesday mat- 
inee crowd, and in only two instances 
(February 2nd, when we had 382 pas- 
sengers and only 347 seats, and Feb- 
ruary 16th, when we had 427 passen- 
gers and only 361 seats), should we 
had had a second coach. In both 
these cases there were two extra cars 
on the track where your train stood, 
but unfortunately the train leaving 
ahead of it had a sudden overflow 
of passengers and was obliged to 
take one of the cars. It has now been 
arranged, however, so that if neces- 
sary two cars may be added to your 
train on Wednesdays, and I hope our 
customers will not suffer further an- 
noyance. 

I am sure you understand that we 
endeavor ‘(as you undoubtedly doin 
your business) to give our customers 
the very best service possible at all 
times, but it must be plain to you 
that with the large number of train 
movements in and out of the North 
Station between five and six o’clock 
p-m., it is out of the question for us 
to add extra cars for abnormal 
¢rowds unless notified in advance of 
their coming.
